Tweed -- A large crowd 
gathered on Dec. 17th, at 
the Hungerford Hall in 
Tweed, for the Trails pres- 
entation by Ken Buck and 
Jap Cranstone from Eco- 
logical Services Group 
(congultants). They dis- 
cussed on he work that 
been pulled together over 
the past seven months. 

A short video was shown 
on he Trans Canada Trail 
and a discussion on the 
ocean water relay to take 
place in Sept. 2000 to cel- 
ebrate the trail. It has been 
accepted as one of the mil- 
lennium projects by he Fed- 
eral government. This will 
have people from across 
Canada carry water from 


the three oceans, Arctic, 
Pacific and Atlantic along 
the route of the trail to a 
fountain to built in Ottawa.

On New Year's Eve, mil- 
lions of Canadians raised a 
good-bye toast to 1998 and 
to cigarettes.

oe failed attempts. 
ucknam finally quit for 
good on Sept. 23, 1998 

"IT thought | was doomed 
to be a smoker for life." said 
Bucknam. "I had tried all 
sorts of wavs to quit smok- 
‘ing - cutting down, quitting 
together with a buddy. us- 
ing nicotine gum and going 
cold turkey - but | could 
never last for more than a 
dav.” 

Canadian smokers who 
want to quit can choose 
from a number of treatment 
methods including: cold tur- 
kev, nicotine gum or patch, 
acupuncture and hypnosis. 

"Giving up cold turkey 
is the most popular method 
Canadian smokers use to 
quit,” said Wilson. "Unfor- 
tunately, this method has a 
success rate of less than 
five percent. 

Research shows that

counselling orsupport while 


they are “butting out” havea 
better chance of success. 

Dr. Wilson hopes smok- 
ers will talk to their physi- 
cians and decide which

“More than three mil- 
lion Canadians will at- 
tempt to quit smoking dur- 
ing the next six months and 
the new vear will be a cata- 
Inst for many of them.” said 
Wilson. “Quitting may be a 
tough challenge but it's 
also the best resolution a 
smoker can make. Fortu- 
nately, we now have effec- 
tive tools to help people bat- 
tle their cravings for ciga- 
rettes and addiction to nico- 
tine.” 

Quitting smoking is the 
single most effective way 
smokers can improve the 
length and quality of their 
lives. The health benefits of 
quitting begin almost im- 
mediately after the last ciga- 
rette.

BOXING DAY BOOZE BUST 


OPP seizes 600 bottles of liquor 


Members of the Northumberland detachment of the OPP have seized approximately 
$30,000 worth of illegal liquor, a vehicle and cash asa result of an early moming traffic stop 
on Highway 401 in Hamilton Township. : 

Shortly after 5 a.m. on Dec. 26th, an officer on patrol observed a 1988 GMC pickup 
truck westbound on Highway 401 at County Road 30 (Brighton exit). The truck had no 


tail lights. 


The officer followed the vehicle toa pointapproximately three kilometers east of County 
Road 45 in Hamilton Township where the vehicle was stopped. While dealing with the 


driver of the vehicle, officers saw that the truck was heavily loaded with both loose bottles - 


and sealed cases of several types of liquor. 

The driver of the vehicle, a 42-year-old male from the Brantford area ‘was arrested at 
the scene for possession of illegal spirits contrary tothe Excise Act. The pickup truck, 600 
1.75 litre bottles of rum, whiskey and vodka, as well as $587 cash, were seized pursuant 


to the same statute. 


The seized goods were tured over to the RCMP, who have responsibility for * 


investigating Excise Act violation. The RCMP estimates value of the seized liquor at 
approximately $21,000 on the street and at over $26,000 for the purposes of Excise Tax.

The piece of heavy industrial equipment 
for packing durable trails generally costs 
over $100,000. If the club can swing this 
expenditure. and ail of the related 
maintenance, operating and repair costs, a 
skilled driver must still be found - 
someone willing to work as a volunteer, or 
at best for a minimal wage This operator 
has to be willing to work alone im the 
wilderness at odd hours, often at night, at 
speeds of less: than 10 kmph. In high 
traffic regions, trails may require restoring 
nightly, a task beyond most volunteer's 
availability 

in less populated areas, an operator must 
be willing to groom non-stop for hundreds 
of kilometres to the next town, racking up 
26,30 or more hours with overnight stops 
at remote locations. Some long grooming 
runs require relief operators at the midway 
point. One complete pass can take so much 
time and expense that grooming more than 
once a week is next to impossible 
Assuming that all the upfront challenges of 
putting man and machine on the trail have 
been overpome, Mother Nature may not 
cooperate. There could be too much snow

to break through and pack effectively 
Fhere could be too little to fill the holes 
and smooth the moguls. The snow could 
be old. worn and dry like sand, so 
individual particles will not adhere to cach 
other. It could be powdery and light, with 
no substance for packing it could also be 
too wet and Micky. making it ball up or 
stick to the drag 

Worse, the condition of the snow is 
constantly changing. as air and ground 
temperatures shift. So what starts out as an 
excellent grooming run could deteriorate 
after several hours’ Or vice versa The 
result could be that some trails are 
well-groomed, while others. smoothed 
earlierfater in the same grooming shift 
may not hold up at all 

While all this uncertainty ts ongoing, the 
operator must remain sharp enough to 
steer a huge piece of machinery through 
some of Canada’s most rugged terrain, 
watching out for drop-offs. ditches. 
stumps, rocks, sharp corners, trees, bridge 
railings and a score of other potentially 
damaging hazards. And even in the coldest 
months, the ice on swamps and lake

equipment from one day to the next 

Now add two other factors to the mix 
One, snowmobile trails need 6 to 10 hours 
fo set after a grooming pass. but 
snowmobilers often won't wait that long 
quickly destroying the smoothness of what 
would havé been a durable surface if left 
alone for just a few more short hours. And 
two, snowmobilers arc always ragging 
clubs about grooming loo often 
overeager clubs’ yield (o this pressure 
against ther better judgement... ¢ven 
though they know that conditions aren't 
right The result can be wasted expense 
manpower, and even unnecessary damage 
of emergency repairs 

in my experience, there is no entity that 
wants to groom more and have the 
smoothest trails all the time than your local 
snowmobile club But they are up agamst 
meredible odds. so cut them some slack 
this winter Until next time. happy trails 
and remember Protect our environment, 
stay on the marked OFSC trail.

In forest fire operations.a 
“*red alert” situation is criti- 
cal. Fire Rangercrews, who 
fight forest fires on the 
ground, need to be en route 
to a fire in helicopters just 
minutes after a dispatch is 
issued. It greatly helps their 
efforts if a water bomber is 
already over the fire, trying 
to control it and hold its 
spread. Early helpfrom water 
bombers usually buys Fire 
Ranger crews the time they 
need to set up and mount a 
ground attack to put fires 
out while they're still small. 

“Our new 415s greatly 
increase the chances of this 
happening,’ says Terry 


Popowich,an MNR fire pro- 
gram manager in Dryden. 
**When 415 crews are dis- 
patched they can quickly 
fire-up the turbine engines 
and prepare for take-off while 
running through flight 
checks. The older 215s lose 
valuable time on the ground 
because they can’t begin to 
move until their piston en- 
gines have taken afew min- 
utes to warm up.” 


The 415s havea cruising 
speed of 365 kms compared 
to 240 by the 215s. As well 
the new plane can scoop up 
6,125 kilograms of water 
compared to 5,450 for the 
older model.

Police net large haul 


Project Touchable: 
an undercover sting 


by C.L.Marriott 


Quinte/Madoc -- A four 
month investigation con- 
cluded on Jan. 14, laying 56 
charges against 18 individu- 
als. in a narcotics ring, the 
source of much illicit drugs 
on Quinte and area streets. 
“This significantly putadint 
in drug traffic in our area,” 
says David Craig of the 
Quinte/Madoc Ontario Pro- 
vincial Police (OPP). “This 
has been a huge success 
with all goals obtained.” 

The group targeted is 
well connected to Toronto 
and Montreal. In the past. 
the group has acted and has 
been untouchable individu- 
als both known to police for 
years and hard to infiltrate. 
The investigation was 
dubbed "Project Touchable” 
in response to those: indi- 


viduals who were conspir- 
ing to traffic in narcotics. 

Members of the OPP 
Drug Enforcement section, 
Belleville Police Services, 
Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police and Quinte West 
Police Service, with the as- 
sistance of the criminal In- 
telligence Service of On- 
tario worked the four 
months, under cover, to 
break up the drug traffick- 
ing and conspiracy that op- 
erated in Belleville, Quinte 
West and rural areas within 
Eastern Ontario. 

As the operation un- 
folded. it ‘was anticipated 
that persons, drugs and 
property would be rounded 
up. Craig reports that stolen 
property, as well as quanti- 
ties of marijuana, hash oil, 
cocaine and heroin were 
seized-in the amount of 


$80.000. Also $10,000 in 
cash and $100,000 in stolen 
property including guns and 
weapons, many prohibited, 
were also seized. 


This was an undercover 
operation, reports Craig, led 
by the Criminal Intelligence 
Service of Kingston, as- 
sisted by OPP anti-racket 
branch; with funding from 
the provincial government. 
"The group was:very diffi- 
cult to infiltrate because of 
their connections and or- 
ganization." 


The arrests were a 
"round-up", and non-con- 


frontational, on the morn- - 


ing of Jan. 14th, says Craig. 
Fourteen of the 18 ar- 
rested names have been re-

OCWA makes bid 
to operate water plant 


“‘Fixed-price”’ 
proposal to 
operate water 
treatment 
plant

Asphodel-Norwood - 
The Ontario Clean Water 
Agency (OC WA) is offer- 
ing ‘fixed price approach”’ 
to the Asphodel-Norwood 


Public Utilities Commission 
in a bid to win an operating 


contract for the Township's © 


water treatment facility. 

Glen Lyon and Opera- 
tions Manager. Mike 
Newland, made their pres- 
entation during Monday 
evening's PUC meeting 
providing Commissioners 
with a ‘‘sample proposal.”* 

OCWA operates more 
than 400 facilities across 
the province and is bidding 
to renew its association with 
the Township. Two years 
ago the provincial govern- 
ment passed legisiation 
transferring the ownership 
of water and waste water 
facilities under title and 
operated by OC WA to mu- 
nicipalities. 

OCWA wants to contin- 
ue to operate the lown- 
ship’s facility. 


**You must realize this is‘ 


just a sample.” Mr. 
Newland said. “If there is 
anything you would like us 
to do over andabove that is 
over and above what is here 
just ask. 
_ **We provide a full’and 
complete service as far as 
operations is concerned. If 
there is something missing 
or you want to discuss it’s 
completely open,”’ he said. 
**Included in this price is 
basically your complete op- 
eration. There are some 
things that are not includ- 
ed.” 

‘*What we're proposing 
is a fixed price 
that would include all sala- 
ries, supplies, service and 
equipment, regular routine 
maintenance, insurance and 


‘ management of the facili- - 


ty.”’ Mr. Lyon said. 

The only ‘‘exclusions”’ in 
the price were in major cap- 
ital outlays, he said. 

Mr. Lyon outlined a 

number of reasons why he 


feels the Township should 
think seriously about an 
OCWA operating contract. 

Part of what they are of- 
fering is an ‘‘environmental 
management strategy 
which, he says, comes ** part 
and parcel with the fixed 
price agreement.”* 

This includes detailed 
contingency plans similar 
to those that were called 
into play during last win- 
ter’s severe ice storm ineast- 
ern Ontario. - 

**Although municipali- 
ties were without power for 
several weeks we were able 
to mobilize our large cor- 
porate resources from 
across the province and 
bring local generators to 


keep all our plants compli- 


ant. 
OCWA is involved in a 


‘similar contingency exer- 


ee pat that addresses the 
Y 2K’ computer bug, he not- 
ed. 

Mr. Newland says they 
have developed a full con- 
tingency package for every 
facility they operate which 
looks at every crisis that 

could potentially happen. 

There is a large binder 
that lays out what should be 
done if an emergency 
should arise. he said. 

Mr. [yon said munici- 
palities that deal with 
OCWA can tap into its **sub- 
stantial corporate resourc- 
es’’ which are offered to all 
clients. 

These include: 


~ optimization teams that 
do regular reviews of facil- 
ities to make sure they are 
opefating acceptably and 
efficiently and are provid- 
ing value to clients; 

~ its information tech- 
nology group that has ac- 
cess to computerized main- 
tenance systems and keeps 
abreast of advances in wa- 
ter industry technology; 

~ legal resources that 
monitor changes in legisla- 
tion; 

~ its large purchasing 
group which works to get 
the best prices on equip- 
ment; 
~ comprehensive insur- 
ance; ; 

~ a human- resources 
‘training department which 
‘promotes efficiency in 
plants and oversees occu- 


pational health and safety 
ensuring employees meet 
up-to-date training regula- 
tions; and, 

~ a marketing and com- 
munications group that pro- 
vides services to munici- 
palities. 

While yearly capital ex- 
penditures were not includ- 
ed in the proposal, Mr. 
Newland told the PUC that 
if OCWA is hired to oper- 
ate the facility they will 
immediately develop a cap- 
ital list. 

**The capital list will in- 
itially be kind of hard on 
you,’ he admitted. 

**There are some serious 
deficiencies that will have 
to be taken tare of immedi- 
ately,”’ he said. 

OCWA would prioritize 
them and come up with a 
list of what needs to be ad- 
dressed immediately and 


what could potentially last. 


for a year or two years. 

Mr. Newland said they 
would try to put some bail 
park figures on these 
projects to give the PUC a 
rough idea of cost. 

“If you are willing to go 
ahead we'll find you the 
costs.”” . 

Mr. Newland noted that 
they have a full training pro- 
gram in place, will take care 
of all of Ministry of Envi- 
ronment reporting that is 
required and do full sam- 
pling and deal with the cer- 
tification of approval.

Warkworth inmate dies 
after playing soccer 


An 30-year-old inmate at Warkworth Correctional Insti- 
tute died Jan. 15th after collapsing in the Institutional 
Recreational building while engaging ina game of soccer. 

Facility staff responded to the situation immediately and 
completed a brief assessment of Paulo Soares’ condition. 
Approximately two minutes later the nurse arrived with 
emergency medical equipment and CPR procedures were 
commenced and continued ‘until the arrival of an ambu- 
lance from Campbellford Memorial Hospital. 

Soares was taken to.the hospital where, after further 
attempts to revive him failed, he was pronounced dead less 
than one hour after his collapse. 

Assistant Warden Andy Mcintosh says itis believed that 
Soares died of natural causes and no foul play is suspected. 
A regional investigation will be ordered by the Deputy 
Commissioner of Ontario and an inquest will be held at 
some future date. 

Soares was serving a sentence of nine years. two months 
and 29 days for a number of offences including assault, 
robbery, forcible confinement, uttering threats to cause 

.death and disguise with intent. The inmate began his 
sentence March 8th, 1966.

Anne Langton had a 
marked artistic talent. Her 
early training was asa painter

It may be added that 
Anne wasafflicted with deat-. 
fess at an early age, which 
becamic very marked in later 
life. This doubtless assisted 
in developing her interestin 
what appealed to the eye. 
underlining how sensitive she 
was to natural beauty and 
even to atmospheric effeets 
even as conditioned by the 
smoke of forest fires. 

Nevertheless, as long as 

cher hearing permitted she 
was devoted to music, and 
in Peterborough she was the 
organist and choir director 


_of the Anglican Church from 


1852 to 1855. 
‘She never married and 


. became the much loved and 


appreciated Aunt Anne of 
twofamilies of nephews and 
nieces. After the deaths of 
her mother and auntin 1846 
she returned to England for 
a series Of long visits to her 
brother and other relatives 
and friends in that country. 
But in spite of inducements 
held out by brother William 
to remain as a permanent 
member of his household, 
she decided that her real 
home must be with brother 
Johnand his young family in

It has been: mentioned 
that she received lessons in 
art during the travels of her 
family. Anne's artistic talent 
was evident and sift was 


always an indefatigable ' 


sketcher. Her early training 
Was aS a miniature pamter, 
In those early days of the 
19th =century ~~ before 
daguerrotypes and photo 
graphs had been invented, 
the only family memento of 
a father or mother was the 
miniature. 

So Anne practised her 
art as a miniature painter 
later in England partly as a 
means of livelihood. Many 
likenesses of relatives and 
friends from her brush are 
still in existence. Another 
Kranch of miniature paint 
ings was copying celebrated 
pictures and there are also 
many miniature copies made 
by Anne of paintings by Ital 
ian artists such as Cuercino 
and Correggio, the popular 
painters of that generation. 

Epilogue: ‘The later his 
tory of Anne Langton was 
uneventful except for mov 
ing from place to place as a 
member of John's house 
hold. She did indeed visit 
England many times during 
this period, Her last transat 
lantic journey was in 1879. 

Asher deafness increased 
with age she depended more 
and more on her art for 
interesting occupation.

that riding a snow machine on dry land ts 
asking for trouble. Yet, is this tragedy 
much different than many of the fatalities 
that occur during the winter? Many of 
these involve young males ‘taking 
inexplicable’ risks or making foolish 
mistakes. Less than. 12% of the deaths 
occurred on OFSC snowmobile trails. 37% 
occurred after dark, Some victitns weren't 
wearing helmets, and 67% were 
alcohol-related. Is this the snowmobiling 


‘most of us practice today” 


Ontarians dicd in 
snowmobile-related incidents if 
snowmobiling. is defined by riding 
groomed trails, as it is for the majority of 
us. then the 37 off-trail deaths can hardly 
be classified as “snowmobiling fatalities” 
That's like saying someone who gets killed 
driving a car off-road, ignoring the laws 
and disregarding -all safety precautions - 
that this someone is a legitimate driving 
casualty. Yet anyone who dies near a sled 
makes the snowmobiling fatality reports 
Doesn't matter if it's a racing death, 
someone who drowns while going ice 
fishing, or even a mid-summer tragedy 


Last winter, 42 


when there was no snow 
And speaking of no snow, that was the 
story of last year's El Nifio winter So 
shouldn't the snowmobiling-related deaths 
have decreased? A review of the stats 
clearly indicates that confronted by a lack 
of snow that closed many trails, some 
snowmobilers went riding anyway, and 
paid the price of travelling solids, unsafe 
lakes and even cross country. Drowning or 
collisions on frozen waterways accounted 
for 50%-of the 42 deaths, 38% hit fixed 
objects on tand, including 6 parked 
vehicles. In a winter that started late and 
was over before it began. 10 cager beavers 
died in December and $ lost their lives 
from mid-March on, long after most of us 
had put our sleds away for the season 
because there wasn't any snow 

Most fatalities can be ‘prevented with a 
lite common sense and a more realistic 
understanding of the risks involved. Many 
are just plain stupid deaths. Yet in the 
public mind, tragedies like these are sull 
one of the main defining characteristics of 
snowmobiling | don't know about you, 
but I'm fed up being classified this way.

This 
bill was used by four males 
to purchase subs. They re- 
ceived $80 in change. 

On Jan. 4, 1999, a sus- 
pect attempted to pass a 
$100 bill at a Madoc gas 
station He was located alter 
he left and the bill was 
seized. 

On Jan. 16, 1999, a 
counterfeit $10 bill was 
found by a second Tweed 
business. This bill was of 
poor quality with uneven 
margins. Itappeared to have 
been reproduced using a 
photocopier. 

The investigation of these 
incidents continues. A 
twenty dollar USA bill was 
found to be génuine and 
Canadian $50 is being ex- 
amined further to determine 
if it is genuine or not. 

Any business ‘suspect- 
ing a bill is counterfeit has 
the right to refuse it. To 
assist police business op- 
erators should try to iden- 
tify persons with such bills 
and/or vehicles they are 
operating.
